When Coss took over, the agency was 
already demoralized its pathetic perform- 
ance in the run-up to the Iraq war (“Look, 
Ma — no weapons of mass destruction!”) 
and compromised political interference 
(“Don’t blame us — Dick Cheney made us do 
Goss, nevertheless, managed the im- 
possible: purging competent career 
officers and recruiting cronies, rendered 
the CIA even more incompetent and demor- 
alized. Neat trick. 

Air Force four-star general Michael Hay- 
den, whom Bush has nominated to succeed 
Goss, enjoys reputation skilled bureau- 
cratic infighter. act that has not al- 
lowed himself bullied the obnoxious 
Secretary Defense Donald Rumsfeld 
point sorts his favor. But head the 
National Security Agency, the biggest (con- 
trolling almost percent intelligence 
funds) and most secretive of the nation’s 16 
spy outfits, Hayden intimately implicated 
recent intelligence hot potatoes: the fail- 
ure adequately warn the 9/11 attacks, 
the failure accurately assess whether Iraq 
had existing chemical weapons and on- 
going nuclear-weapons effort, and the ag- 
gressive and illegal program eavesdrop 
domestic telephone and Internet communi- 
cations.

Outgoing police commissioner Kathleen 
O’Toole has made a number of important 
and much-needed changes the Boston Po- 
lice Department her not-quite-two-and-a- 
half years the job.

not far from the 177 shot in all of 2003. 

That was the year before Kathleen O'Toole 
took over. In her brief 27 months as commis- 
sioner, 149 people have been murdered in 
Boston in 26 months. Arrests have been made 
in 44 of those cases, for a 30 percent arrest rate. 

Now it seems Boston's bloody roads are ris- 
ing to meet her. 

O'Toole is on her way to Ireland, where she 
will take over the 12,000-strong Garda Siochana, 
four times the size of her current force. The Garda 
investigated just 37 murders in 2004, the 
most recent data available. That's a rate of 
roughly 1 per 100,000 residents. Boston's 
rate last year was around 14 per 100,000. 

The person most likely to take over for 
O'Toole, at least for the short term, is Robert 
Dunford, currently superintendent in charge 
of field services. At the start of April, Dunford 
told the Boston Herald that gun violence is “on 
the decline.” In the seven weeks since then, 
the city has tallied 12 murders and more than 
4o non-fatal shooting victims. 

If O'Toole does flee across the Atlantic, that 
would be two in a row: O’Toole’s predecessor, 
Paul Evans, took a job in Scotland Yard two and 
a half years ago. Evans slipped back into town 
two weeks ago, to testify in former captain 
William Broderick’s lawsuit against Evans and 
the department. Evans — who calls his job in 
England “splendid” — says he was not invited 
to meet with any city officials while in town. 

He did offer the Phoenix his two cents’ 
worth on the rise in gun violence, although 
he resisted gloating over Boston’s descent into 
criminal madness since his departure. “I ap- 
plaud that they are taking a lot of the guns 
off the street,” Evans said, adding, “A lot of 
people have put too much emphasis on one

STUDENT ATHLETES GONE WILD 

It was a bad week for heavily recruited high- 
school sports prospects, as hotshots around 
the country were busted in an eerily congru- 
ent series of assault arrests, imperiling the 
prized recruitment hauls of several major 
sports programs. 

The most serious of all the incidents, of 
course, took place in our own back yard here 
in New England.

with a friend of Rudolph’s. In the ensuing 
melee, Rudolph is alleged to have struck Raposo 
on the head, then stabbed him in the back with 
a“sweeping motion.” It is said that Rudolph 
and his friend then fled and jumped into a car, 
only to be kicked out of the car by its owners. 

Two weeks after the incident, Rudolph was 
charged on two counts: one was assault and 
battery with a dangerous weapon, the other a 
simple assault charge. The first charge carries 
a penalty of up to 10 years. No decision has 
been made yet Providence College 
Rudolph’s enrollment. 


Authorities were apparently put on Rudolph’s 
trail by that notorious new engine of law enforce- 
ment, the high-school Internet chat room, 
where rumors of the hoopster’s involvement cir- 
culated in the weeks following the party.

The 
doctrine “eternal marriage” allows hus- 
bands to have multiple wives, but wives 
can’t have multiple husbands. 

And like the Catholic Church, the LDS 
Church refuses ordain women. you see 
it, should men and women have equal re- 
sponsibilities within marriage? should 
their roles sharply differentiated? 


FAITH-BASED 

The LDS position same-sex marriage 
that God created marriage the union 
one man and one woman. But Mormons, 
all people, should know that attributing 
authorship human institutions God 
risky business. 

Polygamy perfect example, since, 
according Joseph Smith, the practice was 
endorsed by the Big Guy himself. (See the

The LDS Church deserves credit for sub- 
sequently condemning polygamy (in 1890, 
although the practice continued for some 
time) and for opening the priesthood 
African-American males (but not until 
1978). That said, doesn’t the history of 
your own faith show that all claims 
know the mind God are suspect? And 
that social policy shouldn’t crafted 
the basis God’s alleged intentions? 

Governor, these questions may strike you 
unfair.

While the latest Audit Bu- 
reau of Circulations numbers 
for the Herald were certainly 
discouraging, things weren't 
much better on Morrissey 
Boulevard. The Globe's Sunday 
circulation for the six months 
ending March 31 was down 
slightly more than 10 percent 
— to 604,068 — compared 
with the same period the year 
before. That's dangerously 
close to the magic 600,000 
mark. But the real milestone 
was set when daily circulation 
dropped 8.5 percent, to 
397,288, putting the paper 
under the crucial 400,000 
barrier, which is a kind of 
psychological setback. Some 
of that decline, the paper has 
maintained, is a result of the 
Globe cutting back on dis- 
counted “bulk sales” that are 
viewed as unreliable by ad- 
vertisers. But the lingering 
question is whether the 
Globe's infamous January 
snafu, in which the company 
accidentally released credit- 
card info on 240,000 Globe 
and Worcester Telegram o 
Cazette subscribers, played a 
role in knocking circulation 
below 400,000. The Globe's 
own story on the subject on 
Tuesday said the paper lost 
about 5000 subscriptions as 
a result of that mess — but 
added that some of those 
subscribers had re-upped 
and that those cancellations 
only affected the last two 
months of the six-month 
circulation-reporting period. 

So the answer is: it sure 
didn't help.

“One assumes, since they own small- 
town dailies, they pretty much have the 
market themselves,” says newspaper 
consultant John Morton. “They’re small- 
town they don’t usually get 
the radar screen.”

But while the Liberty deal may have 
cleared debt and given Purcell breathing 
room, few think can make the paper 


work without cutting more costs and per- 
haps trying something more dramatic 
such free-distribution model.

According one journalist who covered 
the company, Liberty had reputation 
“classic bean counters. They didn’t have 
much of a journalistic reputation at all.” 
They were “known for running these skele- 
ton crews,” he says. (Liberty officials did 
not return calls seeking comment.) 

But some things have recently changed. 
Liberty was bought about year 
ago affiliate the Fortress 
Investment Group. Liberty CEO 
Mike Reed recently came aboard 
from the Alabama-based CNHI 
(Community Newspaper Hold- 
ings Inc.), where he was instru- 
mental orchestrating that 
company’s purchase the fami- 
ly-owned Eagle Tribune Publish- 
ing Company last summer.

Reportedly, all CNC employees will 
offered employment by the new owners, 
and Greg Rush, who Purcell’s son-in- 
law and the chief operating officer of 
CNC, also expected stay after the 
sale. But that doesn’t mean there won’t 
be cuts somewhere in the new combined 
CNC/Enterprise company.

New Orleans Jazz Heritage Festi- 
val, the big theme was, of course, 
recovery. back!” said ban- 
ners on the sides of restaurants. The sign 
over the Congo Squaie stage at the Fair 
Grounds racetrack, where the festival is 
held each year, proclaimed: “Louisiana 
Rebirth: Restoring the Soul America.” 
And Shell Oil, this year’s sponsor, had 
billboards all over town: “Shell Coming 
Home,” with the “Coming” crossed out. 

But amid all the optimism, you couldn't 
overlook the prevalent downside. The ban- 
ner on the side of one of the older and 
fancier Royal Street restaurants in the 
French Quarter read: “The original New Or- 
leans Brennan’s will just keep rolling 
along. . . aS soon as possible!” And the 
Bourbon Street T-shirt vendors have found 
fresh meat in the Katrina disaster: “FEMA: 
Fix Everything Ass!” guess you could 
say that’s a step up from “I Got Bourbon 
Faced Shit Street.” the Quarter and 
the adjacent Central Business District, New 
Orleans looks battered but vital: checker- 
board patterns patched windows the 
high-rises, shell eight-story brick 
building advertising condo and office 
Space around the corner from the gleam- 
ing and open-for-business Sheraton, the 
soaped-over plate-glass windows along 
Canal Street. Sure, parts are what 
used to called “depressed.” But there’s still 
plenty convince you that New Orleans 
isn’t “back,” it’s at least “coming back.” 
Many downtown businesses are hindered 
mostly by staffing problems, the absence 
of employees who evacuated and can’t af- 
ford to move back. And my wife and I 
heard more than one downtowner com- 
plain that the traffic has been brutal dur- 
ing commutes, with former in-town resi- 
dents displaced the suburbs. 

It’s only when you move outside the 
CBD and the Quarter that the enormity hits 
you — the negligible distance in recovery 
from August 29, the distance yet go. And 
that’s where the cynical humor some 
those other T-shirts finds its bite. “New Or- 
leans: Proud To Call It Home” was the origi- 
nal. That was quickly parodied the booze 
hound’s “New Orleans: Proud Crawl 
Home.” Post-Katrina, the verb 
“Proud To Swim Home,” and now it’s come 
full circle to “Proud To Call It Home.” Only 
this time illustrated FEMA trailer. 

Extending from the Quarter and into 
the Ninth Ward and Chalmette (a couple of 
the hardest-hit neighborhoods) you see 
that yellow-brown floodline that Times- 
Picayune columnist Chris Rose calls the 
city’s “permanent bathtub ring.” Get deep

haunting. Driving over the bridge 
across the Industrial Canal, you look down 
and see the bulldozers and work crews re- 
building the levee and the flood wall the 
levee that, when was breached, flooded 
the Ninth. And then, just downhill from 
the bulldozers and the new wall, you see 
the homes that got hit first. Farther out, 
some of the homes are just bent and crum- 
bling. their roofs are rotted and gone, 
not because the wind took them but be- 
cause they were submerged under feet 
water for days. 


Then there are the homes that just 
seemed float from God knows where 
wooden two-story house that kept floating 
until bumped into three-story brick 
apartment building. It’s not unusual see 
a house that’s come to rest on top of a truck. 
We saw two in our little 90-minute tour. 

Those are the more freakish sights, but 
what really gets you the absence: block 
after block, mile after mile of abandoned 
Not soul sight. The 
neighborhoods just behind the Canal still 
exist neat rows shotgun houses. 
They're not opulent. But it’s easy to imag- 
ine each street real neighborhood. 


Here’s where the signage changes too. 
The strange spray-painted symbols and 
codes, the big X’s with a date, or the mark- 
ing that seemed to be on just about every iS 
house: “TFW.” We asked a Habitat for Hu- us 
manity site manager and said didn’t 
know, all the various rescue crews used dif- 
ferent codes, sometime just the name of 
their company, but the best he could come 
up with was “Took Flood Water.” That’s the

At the very least I’d expect such ques- 
tions come Lisa Ades Lesli 
documentary FABULOUS! THE 
STORY QUEER CINEMA (2006; May 
5:30 pm, followed by a panel discussion), 
especially since the talking heads include 
Ang Lee and Brokeback’s producer, James 
Schamus. Instead Schamus and Lee spout 
familiar bromides about how the univer- 
sal experiences love and loss draw 
those who might otherwise put off 
the gay thing. They don’t consider the 
possibility that the gay thing might 
gimmick exploited tart stale 
Hollywood formula.

Nonetheless, her gritty 
eye and the earthy, spirited performances 
affirm the film’s authenticity. 

Erin Greenwell’s MOM (2006; May 12 at7 
pm, with star Julie Goldman and director 
Erin Greenwell present) might match 
Dunn’s film threadbare budget, funky 
detail, and first-rate acting, but she strays 
far from Dogme her embrace generic 
conventions, in this case, of the buddy 
movie. Kelly (Emily Burton), straight and 
humorless, works for firm, dropping 
random households and asking ques- 
tions like “How would you like your house 
smell?” and “If there was more orange 
juice available, would you drink it?” Her 
hilarious Julie Goldman), her butch and

They make a strained working unit 
that’s tested when they're sent to the red- 
neck town of Little Hope on assignment.

The comic options get un- 
wieldy, but Greenwell and Goldman keep it 
light and quirky. And in this successful ac 
commodation of a queer sensibility to 
mainstream demands, the characters at- 
tempt the same, with mixed enter- 
taining results. 

Margaret Cho also takes the buddy 
movie, in Lorene Machado’s BAM BAM 
AND CELESTE (May 21 at 8 pm). Cho’s Ce- 
leste self-hating overweight Korean 
punk wanna-be rejected her high- 
school peers her redneck home town 
Dekalb, Illinois.

“flow.” “We learned little about each oth- 
er,” says West.

Ragtime and Caroline, 


BY CAROLYN CLAY 


he wheels of a dream are spin- 
ning New Repertory Theatre into 
new era with its production 
Ragtime (at the Arsenal Center for 
the Arts through May 28). I mean 
not just the era captured in the Tony-win- 
ning 1998 musical based on E.L. Doctorow’s 
novel that stirs fact into fiction the melt- 
ing pot of turn-of-the-2oth-century New 
pees but also a new age for the theater 
company, which moved last fall from its 
Newton Highlands church digs, out 
was bursting, into larger, more 
space the Arsenal Center 
for the Arts. Ragtime, with its interconnect- 
ed stories, its stirring anthems infused 
with the “new music” of the title, and its 
vast sociological swirl, has the ability to 
hrill, and at New Rep it does. You just 
want to stand up and cheer, partly for Rag 
time and partly for New Rep, which is final- 
ly in command of its improved situation. 

Ragtime is surprisingly fine for an enter- 
prise created by committee, with Canadian 
producer Garth Drabinsky shopping for a 
creative team as if by catalogue, bringing 
together librettist Terrence McNally, the 
team composer Stephen Flaherty and 
Lynn Ahrens (who auditioned), and direc- 
tor Frank Galati. But McNally masterfully 
compresses the source material, in which 
the stories of three families — a white-clad 
WASP clan living in New Rochelle, a black 
pianist turned terrorist when his fiancée 
killed, and a Latvian immigrant trying to 
pull himself and his little girl boot- 
straps of ingenuity — are interwoven with 
events of the day that include the murder 
of architect Stanford White by millionaire 
Harry Thaw (whose wife, sex goddess Eve- 
lyn Nesbit, was White’s mistress), the as- 
cents “modern pharaohs” Henry Ford 
and J.P. Morgan and “fabulous immi- 
grant” Harry Houdini, and the anarchist 
agitation of Emma Goldman. Moreover, 
the songs are as full of feeling as they are 
syncopation. 

Artistic director Rick Lombardo has 
proved his adeptness with musicals, even 
when he had to shoehorn Sweeney Todd into 
space more suited to Spalding Cray. Here 
has collected stirring contingent 
voices, known and unknown, handle 
the demands Flaherty’s soaring score, 
which snatches the title tune and the 
haunting “New Music” turn like not- 
bad pennies. Particularly splendid are 
Leigh Barrett, whose Mother conveys the 
disappointed sadness falling out love 


and artfully balances fire and rue in her 
singing, and Boston Conservatory sopho- 
more Stephanie Umoh, who, handed the 
impossible task of delivering “Your Dad- 
dy’s Son,” a song built on the voice of Au- 
dra McDonald, plumbs both its dissonance 
and its drama. Maurice E. Parent, in his 
fourth Ragtime turn, plays dapper pianist 
suitor Coalhouse Walker Jr. to Umoh’s shy, 
intense Sarah, and their duets the hope- 
ful “Wheels of a Dream,” performed before 
an operational Model T Ford, and the frisky 
flashback “Sarah Brown Eyes” — are irre- 
sistibly sweet. immigrant Tateh, Cin- 
derella in Tevye’s clothing, Robert Saoud 
counters a trace of ham with some com- 
pelling singing. 

Janie Howland responsible for the 
scenic design: wheeled platforms scooted 
around a barnlike space decorated with pa- 
triotic bunting. This works well enough, 
but the reconfigurations need to be speed- 
ed up. Ragtime’s connections to American 
history are reinforced by Dorian Des Lauri- 
ers’s projection design, in which a contin- 
ual stream period slides projected 
screens at either side of the playing space. 
Between Lombardo’s deft direction and 
Kelli Edwards’s parading, circular choreog- 
raphy, the production is well integrated, 
never more than the opening number 
in which WASPs, African-Americans, and 
huddled immigrants burst from their clus- 
ters to interweave, the melting pot become 
melting braid. Todd C. Gordon leads an 
eight-person orchestra that hovers above 
the action stage left, providing accompani- 
ment and leitmotiv. And the ensemble of 33 
proves very deep bench. 

The week also marked the Boston debut 
another American musical that has 
broad sociological sweep — though it never 
ventures far from a sweltering basement in 
Lake Charles, Louisiana, and has as its pro- 
tagonist a woman who doubtless knows 
her way around a broom. (No, not Elphaba 
of Wicked.) Mostly, however, the epony- 
mous domestic Caroline, Change (present- 
ed by SpeakEasy Stage Company in associa- 
tion with North Shore Music Theatre at the 
Calderwood Pavilion through June 3) 
spends her maid’s life in sweaty musical 
interaction with agitating washer and 
James Brown-ish dryer that do indeed sing 
back, along with radio represented 
three pink-clad women doing that early- 
Supremes thing.

Unlike Ragtime, the magnificent Caroline 
had only four-month run Broadway 
after transferring from the Public Theatre 
2004. (Singing witches and puppets 
fared better that year than singing appli- 
ances.) But the through-sung show, 
much a folk opera as a musical, is an am- 
bitious, affecting achievement. And if 
Paul Daigneault’s production fields nei- 
ther the formidable Tonya Pinkins in the 
title role nor the scenic grace of the Broad- 
way outing (Eric Levenson’s set design is a 

bit lumbering), it does offer the deep sad- 
ness of Jacqui Parker’s Caroline and other 
rich voices which Tesori’s operatic, 
jazzy, gospel, klezmer, and doo-wop 
rhythms can ride. The piece brought this 
curmudgeon tears, and you grew 
in the South of the 1960s, as Kushner and I 
did, you’ll know it’s not just whistling 
Dixie about the racial divide.

DOCKS 


When Pierre Marivaux’s play island of 

Slaves was presented at Versailles in 
1725, Louis XV and his retinue were not 
amused, and it’s no wonder. Although the 
play was comic in tone and the action set on 
an island off the coast of Athens, far from 
France, the aristocracy must have cringed at a 
plot calling for a power reversal between the 
ruling class and its servants. 

Marivaux imagined an island democracy 
established by runaway slaves, in which 
everyone was equal. When two masters and 
their servants are shipwrecked there, the in- 
habitants determine to convert the newcom- 
ers by forcing them to swap clothing and 
roles. American Repertory Theatre artistic 
director Robert Woodruff, who's staging a 
modern-dress revival of the work, and 
Gideon Lester, its translator, are convinced 
of the play's relevance for modern audi- 
ences. Woodruff asks, “Do we not aspire 
anymore for Utopia? What is freedom? And 
what are the responsibilities of power?” He 
believes that, with the fall of the Berlin Wall

P-Funk 
and Continuum represent that other side, 
with the Puremovement crew (Brady Hill, 
Rodney S. Hill, Sha-chon Kasey, Ryan Cli- 
ett, and the amazing Ron Wood) moving 
from top-rocking capoeira-based power 
moves, showing style, having fun, and not 
incidentally making goofball jokes at one 
another’s expense. Puremovement pres- 
ents hip-hop dancers who are grown men, 
not teenage phenoms — skilled profession- 
als, not street geniuses. But the pleasures 
of Puremovement are that youth and the 
street are never left completely behind. 
Rebecca Rice Boston-based choreog- 
rapher with a very different personal history. 
Her grandmother, Marion Rice, performed 
with Ruth St. Denis and Ted Shawn in the 
early years of the 20th century, when the 
couple were inventing American mod- 
ernism ripe with mythic appropriation.

Over the years, many local choreogra- 
phers have advanced unexpected ways 
investigating what happens when they put 
instrumentalists center stage. remember 
with pleasure Susan Davenny Wyner con- 
ducting the dozen members the New 
England String Ensemble interspersed with 
the nine dancers Anna Myer’s company, 
Marjorie Morgan seemingly telepathic 
improvisational communion with trom- 
bone experimenter Tom Plsek, and Ruth 
Birnberg her dancing days cavorting 
with fearless pianist Stephen Drury. 

But Delache-Feldman was completely 
wasted Rice’s Inside. Her playing Frank 
Proto’s Ode Giant produced entire 
range orchestral effects, but Rice ignored 
both her sculptural presence and the eccen- 
tricities of Proto’s score. Cydney Nielsen 
ran around, picked up a book, hollered for a 
taxi, and struck melodramatic poses. Ab- 
surdism should have its own internal logic, 
but Inside was merely absurd. 

John Harbison’s Deep Dances, which was 
commissioned the Celebrity Series and 
got its world premiere, meandering 
conversation between two instruments 
which their timbres join and spark into 
contrast like marquetry. Rice’s setting, 
Shortstories, doesn’t listen deeply enough. 
Where the cello and bass voices climb 
and down the scale with lucid exploration, 
the dancers (Michelle Machon and 

Nielsen) were plain perky, though 
lovely, symmetrical Art Deco gesture, they 
ended the piece seated the floor op- 
posite directions, palms out, each dancer 
leaning into her own preferences.

Boston Ballet’s Les Noces

Classical ballet full third-act 

weddings. With the bad guys dis- 
posed of, plot complications untangled, 
and everyone matched the proper part- 
ner, they don their best tutus and tiaras 
for grand party that happily ever 
after. Bronislava Nijinska’s first choreog- 
raphy for the celebrated Diaghilev Ballets 
Russes, 1921, was revival the 19th 
century’s most majestic tale of love and 
royal succession, The Sleeping Beauty. Her 
second big work for Diaghilev, Les Noces, 
1923, launched the Ballets Russes into 
its last years the leading producer 
ballet modernism. 

Boston Ballet staged this groundbreak- 
ing work strangeness and emotional 
truth for stingy six performances last 
week, hardly enough let either the 
dancers the audience savor its 
dous challenges and rewards. Les Noces 
pictures wedding indeterminate 
past the Russian countryside. The occa- 
sion Raymonda act three, which opened 
the company’s “An Evening Russian 
Ballet,” is set in a royal court of medizval 
Hungary. The audience raved over Raymon- 
and cheered its head off for package 
and Soviet Russian trifles that 
are usually reserved for encores and fes- 
tive greeted Nijinska’s master- 
piece with dutiful appreciation. 

Les Noces strips away the finery and the 
flattery ballet’s wedding conventions. 
Nijinska staged the nuptials turning 
point for a whole community, not just the 
bride and groom. She had spent nearly 
decade in Russia before joining Diaghilev 
France, learning her choreographic craft 
among the constructivist experiments of 
the early Soviet period, collaborating with 
the avant-garde artist Alexandra Exter, 
and absorbing new ideas theater and 
cinema. Les Noces both collectivist 
work and classical one. 

Depersonalized, monolithic, and se- 
vere, like Byzantine religious ikons, the 
dance all massed movement and tightly 
packed group poses. The bride (Karine 


Seneca opening night) stands still for the 
entire first section her friends surround 
her and eventually drape her with long 
ropes symbolizing her hair, which must 
cut short the end her maidenhood. The 
(Roman Rykine) solemnly takes 
leave his friends, his parents. stands 
the center the men’s chorus they 
circle him with downward-swooping leaps. 

The scene changes, and we see the wed- 
ding couple and their parents seated 
room above the ensemble, who celebrate 
with raucous but organized dances. The 
bride and groom meet for the first time, 
embrace deliberately, bid goodbye their 
parents, and are led into the bridal chamber. 

There’s emoting expression except 
for these few deliberate gestures em- 
bracing, blessing, farewell, but the very 
stillness the characters amid turbulent 
activity, you imagine their thoughts. Things 
all feel weddings but aren’t supposed 
admit: loss, apprehension, even panic. 

Driving the action Igor 
harsh and monumental score for singers 
(the New World Chorale and soloists Mar- 
garet O’Keefe, Fuller, Ray Bauwens, 
and Aaron Engebreth), four pianos, and 
percussion. Solo exclamations break into a 
throbbing regular pulse, and triumphant 
bell tolls above the final tableau. 

The dance doesn’t imitate the music’s 
folk suggestions the way steps and 
arm movements are woven into the classi- 
cal Raymonda. instead, the corps surge 
back and forth repetitive patterns, the 
men striding and plunging, the women 
with pistonlike bourrée steps the side. 
Nijinska undermined the pretty line of the 
women’s turnout and decorative arms 
with dark pointe shoes and white legs 
stabbing straight into the floor. Both men 
and women jump endlessly both feet. 

You can’t say Les Noces is violent, but 
there’s discord, even menace, beneath its 
tightly controlled surface. The company 
achieved thrilling sense power, show- 
ing rarely invoked capacity 
wound and heal and fortify.

His pho- 
tos are version the fairy tale which 
the impoverished child discovers he’s the 
son of a monarch — wealth we could only 
dream about turns out have been ours 
all along. 

Milkdrop Coronet, 1957, which was featured 
the New York Museum Modern 
first photography exhibit, fairy tale 
come true: dripped from pipette into the 
lid royal red cookie tin, the first 
droplet creates base that the second 
droplet raises into the momentary crown 
the photograph captures. The regal colors, 
the unexpected, ephemeral crown, the 
moon-like appearance the next droplet 
suspended high above the goings-on below 
all contribute the magic. You can’t 
tell whether it’s night or day, indoors or

The image challenges 
with its multiple attributes perma- 
nence: the shadows the crown casts to the 
left, the symmetry its tips, the hard 
glaze of its interior, the reflection it gives 
off like bowl lacquered table. also 
challenges bringing sense the 
infinite into the small and the ordinary 
with its intimations panoramic 
grandeur. could looking into outer 
space across the vista lava flow. 
Harold Edgerton’s work was quickly 
recognized for its potential the mili- 
tary.

you — is the symmetry of the combustible 
event. The skin the apple tears into neat 
triangular shreds, regular as a paper doll; 
where the bullet has entered on the right, 
the white fruit flies out with the even 
grace of a fireworks display. It would be a 
mistake not to acknowledge Edgerton’s 
compositional sense, and that includes 

his use of color. In Making Applesauce, not 
only do we get the red, white, and blue 
hues of the American flag but their forms 
echo Old Glory: the blue acts as a back- 
drop, the red elongate, the white bursts 
into fragments like distant stars. 

What's more, at the level of the micro- 
second, even Edgerton’s most stupen- 
dously tumultuous event can appreci- 
ated for its core stillness. Just look at in 
his black-and-white Atomic Bomb Explosion, 
Before 1952, in which the oddly luminous 
and bizarrely layered fireball caught 
exposure that lasted one one-hundred 
millionths second. less shattering 
is Spilt Milk, 1933, one of those rare instances 
in which the destructive moment loses all 
evenness as the glass breaks into coarse, 
asymmetrical shards. 

Much the photography the show 
depicts sports events caught series 
multiflash exposures onto one piece 
film. Ralph Culdahl, 1938 looks like a ghost in 
the center heavenly wagon wheel 
the swinging club forms series spokes 
that grow closer together the back- 
swing. In Pete Desjardin Diving, 1940, the 
muscular figure the diver appears 
move into and then out itself the 
multiple images his body grow farther 
apart through the arc the dive. And 
though those images are delightful 
accordion innumerable racquets 
squash player’s swing; the nearly ab- 
stracted body of a pitcher in the act of 
throwing ball found myself most 
drawn the single-flash images where 
time holds still long enough open our 
eyes.

Edward Monovich's 
Scratch N’ Sniff 


Andy Warhol's paint-by-numbers works from the early 

1960s — “Do It Yourself (Seascape),” “Do It Yourself 
(Sailboat)” — made ironic comment on the emotional overload of 
then-dominant Abstract Expressionist painting; his wry, dry 
replication of the popular 1950s painting “kits” was complete 
down to the black-outlined spaces he left white, filled only with 
a tiny printed numeral indicating which color the artist should 
select. But whereas Warhol was facetious about inviting viewers 
to finish his works themselves, Edward Monovich and friends are 
100 percent sincere. Monovich is the curator of, and a participat- 
ing artist in, “Please Touch,” which opens at GASP on May 19, a 
show with work by seven artists or artist teams that's participa- 
tory, interactive, or open-ended or otherwise rewards viewers 
willing hazard their own contributions. 


You can put on masks and feel the power inspired by the char- 
acters in Siona Benjamin's paintings, which are based on 
images drawn from the tantric art of ancient India, Byzantine 
icons, and Jewish religious art. You can shake snowdomes cre- 
ated by the artist team Ligorano/Reese. You can take home 
souvenir postcards created by Leeza Doreian, who depicts 
neighborhoods not found on tourist maps, with details of 
their local histories on the back. Monovich even invites you to 
write or draw directly on his own wall mural. 

The Stephen D. Paine Scholarship was established by the 
Boston Art Dealers Association in 1999, in memory of a pas- 
sionate art and art-education supporter, and grants from 
this fund are awarded annually to students entering their 
final year of training in Boston-area undergraduate studio 
degree programs. This year, for the first time, an expanded 
exhibition of work by contestants will be shown at New Ene- 
land Schoo! of Art & Design in “The 2005 Step hen D. Paine 
Scholarship Exhibition,” which opens May 18. Curated by

Marlowe in Cambridge, offering affordable portraits by top- 
notch photographers, who can resist?

What happened A.M. Homes? She 
used ferocious. She used write 
with punch and verve and fire. When she 
wrote about pedophilia (The End of Alice), 
or suburban orgies (Music for Torching), or a 
woman who collects the used condoms 
teenagers inseminate herself the 
front seat of her car (from Things You Should 
Know), she was provocative and perverse, 
and she was able pull off, for the 
most part, without saying, “Hey, look 
how fucked can be.” She lit flame 
that illuminated the darkest, messiest 
parts our worlds and our heads. 

And now this? book about redemp- 
tion? Second chances? flame 
seems have been extinguished. 

This Book Will Save Your Life (the title, 
ironic or not, calls attention to itself the 
way Heartbreaking Work Staggering Genius 
does, but with less to back it up) traces 
the midlife crisis Richard Novak, 
rich, divorced Los Angeles trader 
“so thoroughly removed himself from the 
world of dependencies and obligations, 
wasn’t sure still existed.” His only 
human contact with his staff 
housekeeper, nutritionist, and decorator 
until he’s rushed the hospital 
excruciating pain. The brush with death 
wakes him life. 

From there, Richard 
goes benevolence 
binge. “He wants 
heroic, larger than 
people notice him.” 
rescues horse from the 
sinkhole that’s swallow- 
ing his house. gets 
weepy housewife out 
an awful marriage. He 
saves girl from being 
kidnapped. visits old 
people. backs the 
opening doughnut- 
shop second 
store. the midst be- 
ing hero, the midst 
being noticed, dab- 
bles suite new-age 
therapies: gyrotonics, 
silent retreat, visits toa 
“psychological internist.”

A perfect cast for this challenging exam- 
ple of early-1gth-century bel canto is almost 
inconceivable. So you could go down the 
line and fault pitch problems or vocal 
strain or cloudy tone. Yet major opera 
houses would be hard pressed to find a 
more convincing ensemble. Almost every 
cast member was a skillful actor who sang 
— and moved — stylishly and in character, 
whether soldier, spy, assassin, or duke. 
Given the opera’s many duets (something 
Verdi must have picked before com- 
posed Rigoletto, another opera which the 
central plot concerns parent trying pro- 
tect concealed offspring), was thrilling 
see characters looking their interlocutors 
right the eye, even staring them down. 

Aezzo-soprano Christine Abraham (the 
impressive heroine Boston Lyric Opera’s 
post-9/11 production Tod Machover’s Res- 
urrection) was outstanding the leather- 
trouser role of Orsini, the soldier-of-for- 
tune/poet who has the opera’s famous 
drinking song and is the best friend of Gen- 
naro (tenor Justin Vickers), the secret son of 
Lucrezia Borgia (so secret he himself does- 
n't know). Their rambunctious cohort, all 
ultimately victims of Lucrezia’s poisonous 
plot, included Steven Saunders, Christian 
Figueroa, Tae Suk Sue, and Tom O'Toole. 
John David Adams and Alan Schneider 
were vividly opposing spies; William Thor- 
was menacing assassin (another char- 
acter foreshadowing Rigoletto); and Bert 
Johnson (Duke of Ferrara, Lucrezia’s fourth 
husband — a statistic she uses to remind 
him just where stands) made strong 
royal adversary, especially when his dark 
voice came into focus 

In the title role, the exciting young (not 
yet 30) Quincy soprano Barbara Quintil- 
iani, who just won the prestigious Francis- 
complicated impression. She commands 
the stage. Her enormous and often beautiful

voice rides easily over chorus and orchestra. 
Sometimes it’s ear-popping its brilliant 
flexibility, occasionally just effortful. In 
her third performance within five days, she 
first sounded tired and unsteady; several 
important high notes (like her very last) 
were shy true pitch. She threw herself 
into the role, outsnarling her enemies, 
banging table. She has the openly ex- 
pressive face and broad responses 
silent-movie heroine larger than life 
cast more sophisticated actors, but ina 
part that’s meant larger than life. 
Some subtlety acting 
might not only enrich her dramatic capa- 
bilities but also help her vocal control. Au- 
diences love her. But if she’s to have an im- 
portant career, she’ll need more than love. 
Another opera, but not exactly opera, 
was the highlight of the last three Boston 
Symphony Orchestra programs. Stravin- 
sky’s gripping ritualized quasi-oratorio 
Oedipus Rex, with its Latin libretto translated 
from Jean Cocteau’s original French (based 
Sophocles), has long BSO history. 
Serge Koussevitzky led the American pre- 
miere in 1928, less than a year after its con- 
cert premiere Paris, and only day after 
its stage premiere in Vienna. In 1952, the 
Jocasta was the great Eunice Alberts, who 
was in the audience for this latest version. 
1982, Oedipus made headlines for not tak- 
ing place. production staged Pe- 
ter Sellars and narrated Vanessa Red- 
grave was cancelled because feared 
protests against pro-Palestinian 
politics (and the threat wealthy BSO 


supporters bailing out?). Redgrave sued but 
lost. did the public. 

This season’s Oedipus conventional 
concert version exploded under the ba- 
ton guest conductor Christoph von 
Dohnanyi. All the men were magnificent. 
Australian tenor Stuart Skelton sang this 
taxing role with almost effortless heroic 
power, beauty tone, superb diction, and 
passionate conviction his obsessive 
search for enlightenment. Jamaican bari- 
tone Sir Willard White was imposing 
Oregonian bass-baritone Clayton 
Brainerd (who had role Seiji 
Ozawa's staged BSO Madama Butterfly) is a 
giant figure and had voice match 
the Messenger who finds the abandoned 
infant Oedipus. German bass Franz-Josef 
Selig (the reluctant seer Tiresias) and tiny 
British tenor Peter Bronder (the Shepherd) 
sang superbly. The men John 
Tanglewood Festival Chorus were over- 
whelming the witnesses the death 
Jocasta and self-blinding. Philip 
Bosco read the English narration (Stravin- 
sky wanted delivered the language 
the audience) with quiet eloquence. 

Swedish mezzo-soprano Anna Larsson 
(who along with White previously ap- 
peared the BSO’s Opening Night 
Beethoven Missa solemnis in 2000) is a tall 
brunette whose regal scarlet gown was 
more striking than her unsteady and un- 
committed singing. pity, because Jocasta 
has some the most beautiful and mov- 
ing vocal music Stravinsky ever wrote. 

Oedipus followed Mozart’s last symphony, 


the Jupiter work almost overflowing the 
boundaries of classical decorum. 
Dohnanyi's phrasing suggested a give-and- 
take dialogue of orchestral voices, peremp- 
tory, mollifying. This dialogue evolved in- 
debate about whether certain repeats 
would (Not everyone agreed.) 

The slower-than-usual minuet had an en- 
trancing dancing lilt. The great last-move- 
ment fugue, though, lost its dynamism. 

The week before, Dohnanyi led another 
inventive but less satisfying program. Schu- 
bert’s “Unfinished” Symphony was very 
slow but without mystery. And the Brahms 
Violin Concerto, flawlessly played Ger- 
man virtuoso Frank Peter Zimmermann, al- 
most completely lacked the incisive phras- 
ing you could hear in the best parts of the 
Jupiter. The most challenging work was the 
nearly half-hour Adagio, Fugue, and Mae- 
nads’ Dance from Hans Werner Henze’s The 
Bassarids, opera based loosely Euripi- 
Bacchae. (Dohnanyi led the 1966 
Salzburg premiere and the 2005 premiere 
this orchestral suite.) Parts of this shim- 
mering and explosive piece veer dangerous- 
close the violent rhythms Stravin- 
sky’s Sacre du printemps; its structure is some- 
times bewildering. Still, its intensity and 
urgency are hard resist. 

A week earlier, Robert Spano led a most- 
Finnish program, beginning with six di- 
aphanous, impressionistic movements 
Kaija Saariaho, Nymphéa Reflection (2001), 
depiction of water lilies (Monet’s?), which 
like almost everything else her I’ve 
heard was easy the ear but never 
went anywhere. ends with the musi- 
cians whispering poem Arseniy 
has more.”

First Piano Concerto fol- 
lowed, with the elegant 37-year-old Polish- 
Hungarian pianist Piotr Aderszewski. This 
performance had tact and delicacy but 
somehow lacked the spark memorable 
one. Sibelius’s The Bard was short and 
grim. Ann Hobson Pilot’s harp solo seemed 
more stentorian than bardic. But the 
Sibelius Third Symphony, Spano made 
those dark Finnish forests brood and 
breathe. The slow movement was myste- 
rious waltz coming, it seemed, from very 
far away. Hours after the concert, could- 
get that haunting tune out head. 
And didn’t want to. 

the end the first Dohnanyi concert, 
concertmaster Malcolm Lowe led out con- 
troversial principal trumpeter Charles 
Schlueter and second flute Fenwick Smith, 
one Boston’s best loved musicians both 
retiring from the orchestra this summer 
after years combined service.

welve cyclists gathered Cambridge, MA. 
They sat their brick-like leather saddles, and 
proudly admired their flock heavy, 
steel bikes. Though comfortable wool cycling attire was 
available, this group resolutely shunned current fashion. 
There were hard-shell helmets, handlebar mount- 
gear shifts, and power bars. Hand signal execu- 
tion was highly creative. One cyclist who participated 
the ride told “we looked like bunch farmers.” 
Motorists were shocked see adults bikes. 

The year was 1966, and the occasion was the Charles 
River Wheelmen inaugural ride. None the 
riders would have imagined that they were starting 
tradition that would continue for forty years, and 
evolve into highly organized club with densely 
packed rides calendar, over 100 ride leaders, monthly 
well-maintained website, and dedicated 
cycling safety advocates. 

CRW has grown active members who get 
together for rides and social events the Boston area.

magazine again ranked one the worst cities

They 
called “Boston’s great hope.”) It’s not for reason 
that Boston gets maligned for being anti-bike. Below, 
the top five reasons Boston sucks for cycling, and rea- 
sons why there’s hope yet (besides Cambridge.) 


Lack bike lanes and paths 


Look any bike-friendly city, say Portland, Oregon, 
always touted pedaling heaven, Minneapolis, 
and you'll find miles and miles bike lanes and paths, 
sections road designated, with lines and signs, 
bike-only. “Bike lanes are the meat and potatoes 
bike-friendly city,” says Jeffrey Rosenblum, executive 
director Livable Streets, alliance working towards 
making Boston more habitable through urban transpor- 
tation. Beyond making the streets safer for cyclists, bike 
lanes “send message would-be cyclists that 
place for them the road.” 

Mike Flanigan, who helped found custom frame build- 
ers Independent Fabrication and now runs Alternative 
Needs Transportation (A.N.T.), one-person frame- 
building operation making bikes for city riding and com- 
muting, echoes Rosenblum. Having lanes “sets the mood 
motion that cyclists have right the road. And 


cars, over time, will recognize that.” Flanigan goes 
speak the fear that established cyclists have that lanes 
will make drivers think that that’s the only place for bi- 
cycles. “It’s fear cyclists need get over. need the 
lanes make statement that bikes belong the road.” 
And now, Boston’s not making that statement. 

But there’s hope. tandem with MassHighway, 
MassBike has been working developing bicycle- 
friendly roadway design manual. looked one 
the most progressive design manuals the country,” 
says Rosenblum. When building new roads, bike lanes 
will part the design process. 


Crappy Roads 

Anyone who's been two wheels around here 
knows the conditions the streets suck. Cracks 
the pavement, man-eating potholes, uneven streets, 
faded traffic lines. “Potholes are big problem,” says 
Irving Kurki, year-old member the Charles River 
Wheelmen who's logged 64,236 miles his bicycle 
since 1994. “The quality the roads can jarring 
experience,” the Brookline resident says. “It’s tough 
the bike.” And dangerous for the rider. 

David Watson, the new executive director Mass- 
Bike, has more optimistic take. right about 
potholes and general road conditions,” concedes. 
“But someone who cycles not only Boston but 
eastern Massachusetts and sometimes the rest 
the state, when things get bad, eventually they get 
repaired.” But response needs faster. “If there 
are hazards, egregious potholes, those need ad- 
dressed quickly possible.” 


Drivers Boston are notoriously obnoxious and 
oblivious. But some bicycle advocates argue that it’s 
not issue peoples’ badittudes behind the wheel, 
but issue awareness, knowing the rules 
the road when comes dealing with cyclists. “It’s 
absolutely problem people not knowing the 
rules,” says Livable Streets’ Rosenblum. And again, 
question drivers growing more accustomed 
and comfortable with bikes. The more riders there 
are, “the better cars learn how negotiate around 
you,” Rosenblum says. noticeable difference 
between Cambridge and Boston” the way drivers 
respond cyclists. 

Kurki, who owned car since 1990, argues that 
the drivers here are “generally very considerate. People 
give lot room. It’s tiny minority who are danger- 
ous.” That said, does cite “car culture” people 
being tied their the reason for the 
emergence road rage. “Anger build 
bike. getting exercise. not being drawn 
two-hundred four-hundred horse power.” 


Confusing city layout 

The tangled, mangled web streets 
challenge navigate for even lifelong residents. The 
layout makes no intuitive sense. Roads run this way, 
that way, one way, no way. “It’s an old city,” says 
Watson, “and you really blame 
anybody for that. how much the street 
layout exactly the same” was 350 years ago 

Flanigan sees the narrow, twisting roads 
plus for cyclists. “When the roads are narrow, 
the traffic is slow. It’s easier for a cyclist to ride 
through traffic. When roads are small, cars can’t get 
speed.” 

“It’s very compact city,” says Hub Wheels 
executive director Steve Miller. “You can get almost 
anywhere quickly assuming you don’t get lost.” 


Lack support from the City 

Many bike advocates feel that Boston has long 
way far cycling infrastructure concerned 
and decry the seeming hostility City Hall for the 
concerns anything but automobiles.

From Alewife, the 
Minuteman Bikeway connects the Linear Path, 
which leads Davis Square into Somerville. You can 
also take your bike the MBTA to/from Alewife Sta- 
tion (Red Line) during non-peak hours.

The long cold winter over last, and now it’s 
time get your bike ready for the season. you area 
3-season rider, chances are you simply parked for the 
winter. For those who rode through the snow, slush, 
and grit, you have even more “deferred maintenance” 
perform. 

Modern bikes use sealed bearing mechanisms 
most components, most fair-weather road riders 
can wait several years before needing overhaul their 
hubs, cranks, and headsets. Hardcore mountain bikers, 
road racers, and commuters wear things out faster and 
need more maintenance. Whatever your type 
riding, order check out your bike, first you 
have clean it. 

With soap, water, and scrub brush, wash and rinse 
your bike. thorough, and even wash the tires. That 
way able inspect your bike you clean it. 
You'll catch problems small deep tire cuts 
big cracked frame tube. Pro team mechanics 
this every day, once year truly minimal. Even 
you stop here and bring your bike shop, the techni- 
cian will have easier time evaluating what needs. 

The most basic maintenance keeping the chain lu- 
bricated and the tires properly inflated. start 
getting aerosol can lube and blasting away. Most 
the stuff will end where doesn’t belong the 
air your spokes. You first have clean the chain 
before applying lube. Modern lubricants stick bare 
metal excellently, but stick poorly dirt surfaces. 
get good solvent. Then either scrub the chain the 
bike with cleaning device (Pedros and Park are both 
excellent), or remove the chain and soak it in a solvent 
bath. But links measure more than and 1/8 
inches, then it’s time get new chain (and cassette, 
since they wear together). Expect between three and 
five thousand miles for these, depending their qual- 
ity and your maintenance habits. 

Most people assume that the maximum inflation 
marked the tire sidewalls what they should inflate 
to. Road riders think their tires will roll faster this way, 
but tire performance also includes cornering grip and 
ride comfort. Unless you fall the Clydesdale class, 
maximum tire pressure too high; most pros run their 
tires the 100-110 psi range. Time use 
smooth courses changes the rules because these 
cases speed trumps comfort and handling, pump tires 
the maximum. Proper mountain bike tire inflation 
depends much bike type, trail conditions, etc, that 
you should ask the experts your favorite bike shop. 

Going beyond this simple maintenance requires 
expertise and specialized tools you may not possess (or 
choose acquire). why every bike shop gets 
bomb-arded early spring with bikes needing “tune 
ups”. Bicycles are simply machines, but modern designs 
require precise adjustment for optimal performance. 
When technician determines that component 
longer serviceable, it’s because the manufacturers’ tol- 
erances are tight. wants your bike work the

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the players — the Romney administration, 
MBTA executives, state legislators, and 
union negotiators want people talking 
about any that. 

What they want is to jerk you around to 
suit their own agendas. Which is why you 
have been told that you'll soon be paying 
45 cents more for each T ride you take. 

It is why, for example, nobody has dis- 
puted the MBTA’s claim that its fare struc- 
ture “is among the lowest comparable 
major transit properties.” It’s true that 
Boston remains one of the few major cities 
where you can catch a bus for less than a 
buck. But the lack of a subway-bus transfer 
makes that common two-part trek more ex- 
pensive than in similar cities, while 
Boston’s monthly subway-bus-combo pass 
one the most expensive the country. 
(See sidebar, “Cheap Ride?”, this page.) 

It is also why the MBTA followed its 
rate-hike announcement distributing 
24-page pamphlet to the public last week, 
suggesting that, due to the MBTA’s “bleak” 
financial position, it must either raise 
rates “customers would experience the 
most drastic service reduction MBTA 
history.” This the kind public-relations 
effort that companies often undertake 
when trying to force concessions from 
unions during labor negotiations which 
exactly what’s happening the MBTA: 
the contract is up on June 30. 

Instead of luring riders to the T, the 
state announcing massive fare hikes 
almost dollar more for roundtrip. In- 
stead releasing its already-late report 
reforming funding (which was due six 
months ago), the Transportation Finance 
Commission has postponed until the end 
the year.

PLEASE, COMPLAIN 

The conventional wisdom that the MBTA 
released its plans for a fare increase as 
covertly as possible: authority executives 
embargoed the news until the weekend 
April 28, when T-riding commuters 
weren't reading the papers. 

But MBTA general manager Daniel 
Grabauskas certainly hasn’t acted as though 
he’s trying avoid heated public discussion 
over the issue quite the opposite. While 
announcing the eye-popping rate change, 
Grabauskas practically begged the public 
complain. told the Globe that the increas- 
es “could be modified if there is enough out- 
cry.” With public officials around de- 
fend the fare hikes, the initial weekend sto- 
ries were almost universally negative. Both 
Boston dailies, accepting Grabauskas’s 
claims about the T’s dire fiscal position, edi- 
torialized against the hike the Globe called 
the increase “shocking” and both papers 
blamed the state legislature for helping 
create the authority’s fiscal mess, then 
turning its back the its time need. 

Grabauskas also did nothing round 
supporters argue for the fare in- 
crease. didn’t even lobby for support 
from the Riders Oversight Committee 
which helped construct some aspects 
the fare-testructuring plan when un- 
veiled the group just before making 
public, says Lee Matsueda, member 
the committee. Matsueda was surprised 
comments the press en- 
couraging public complaints. “The way 
that this fare increase being portrayed 


— 


has a different tone than the last two,” 
Matsueda says. 

also scheduled public 
hearings and “workshops” over the next six 
weeks which the public can air its gripes. 

Why would Grabauskas want the pub- 
lic spend the next six weeks ranting 
against the fare increase? It may have 
something to do with the upcoming June 
30 expiration of the union contract, 
which covers almost all of the authority’s 
6100 full- and part-time workers. 

“It’s very common for management to 
cry poverty going into labor negotiations, 
dampen the expectations the 
unions,” says Cliff Cohn, director of oper- 
ations Service Employees International 
Union (SEIU) local 509, which represents 
thousands of Massachusetts state em- 
ployees, though none with the MBTA. 

MBTA management desperately wants 
to hold down wage increases and scale 


avoiding negotiating through the media 
(representatives from both the MBTA and 
the union refused comment the de- 
tails the ongoing negotiations). But 
many expect the negotiations will eventu- 
ally become very public. Some are even 
predicting strike, similar the one 
New York six months ago. There, the tran- 
sit authority projected huge deficit before 
the strike but later revealed substantial 
budget surplus, says a representative of 
the New York transit-workers’ union. 
This leads him and some others to suspect 
that this entire woe-is-the-MBTA fare- 
hike-or-service-cut discussion is more 
about beating the union than about serv- 
ing the customer. 


THE BROKE? 

Most observers argue that, spite all its 
public gnashing teeth, the MBTA’s prob- 
lems stem not from union fat but from

Worse than the specific money issues, 
Forward Funding absolved the legislature 
from caring about the The funding sys- 
tem eliminated the annual discussion that 
other agencies go through at budget time 
— fundamental discussions about what 
the state wants from the agency, what it 
costs to provide it, what could be done 
better, and where more money might 
come from. 

So, the legislature has paid attention 
to the MBTA. “I’m angry,” says Jeremy 
Marin, co-chair of the MBTA Oversight 
Committee. “The legislature has essential- 
ly been silent on this issue.” State senator 
Steven Baddour, chair of the Joint Commit- 
tee on Transportation, did not return 
phone calls from the Phoenix. 

Still, for all that, the T would have been 
fine the expected revenue had come in. 

It did not. Improbably enough, the old- 
school public- transit system, designed to 
transport actual human beings from point 
A to point B, is being challenged fiscally by 
the digital-age information superhigh- 
way: the Internet. 

The absence of sales tax on e-commerce 
cost Massachusetts approximately $250 
million in sales-tax revenue in 2003 alone, 
according to a University of Tennessee 
study. Nearly $50 million of that would 
have gone directly to the MBTA. By 2008, 
the MBTA will be losing as much as $100 
million annually due to the decline in 
sales-tax revenue, according to the study's 
estimates. 

So, who should make up that uncollect 
ed sales tax? T riders, apparently, through 
the $70 million annual fare increase. 

That increase, which would take effect 
midway through the T’s 2007 fiscal year, 
would thus raise just about enough to cov- 
er a projected shortfall of $40 million for 
fiscal year (FY) 2007. (The T’s materials ye 
and Grabauskas’s statements claim a $70 eS 
million deficit for that fib.) 
Grabauskas has also suggested that the 
FY 'o8 deficit will be even larger, although 
MBTA chief financial officer Jon Davis tells 
the Phoenix that 2008 projections have not 
yet been done. 

That’s even assuming that the projected 
deficits materialize at all. Levies from cities 
and towns will start increasing next year, 
after several years of legislatively imposed 
decreases. And, thanks to improvements in a, 
the economy, sales-tax revenue is improv- 
ing, despite its losses e-commerce, and 
expected continue doing so. 

The MBTA’s deficit projection for next 
year also predicts only a tiny increase in rid- 
ership adding just few million the 
current $334 million in annual fare revenue 
despite the recent spike gasoline 
prices. commuters put down their car 
keys and start taking the T, those revenues 
could increase dramatically. More riders 
might also help drive more advertising 
area where the has badly underperformed 
expectations, as even T officials concede. pooe 

The should also begin getting divi- 
dends from its automated fare system — 
probably much more than the million 
year that Davis says the MBTA projects. 
MBTA officials expect that gain come 
from reduced “fare evasion.” But one for- 
mer official suggests that bigger gains 
will come from what large organizations, 
public and private, euphemistically call 
“loss.” For instance, sometimes when you 
tuck dollar bill into the side bus’s fare 
collector, that dollar gets “lost” into the 
driver’s pocket. Every few years, workers 
get caught “losing” money from the money 
Just this year, former money-room 
supervisor pled guilty tax evasion after 
spending quarter million such “lost” 
dollars personal shopping sprees.

Tt nuch more evaporation < 
n than in any other city’s 
transit system,” says the former official. 

If you get away from cash, the T would 
get a lot more money than they are now 
collecting.” 

With set funding (and a prohibition, 
built into the Forward Funding program, 
lobbying the legislature for additional 
money), MBTA management must do what 
it can with what it has. Most of its biggest 
costs are set in stone — debt payments and 
labor costs in particular. 

To raise money, the MBTA itself has few 
options other than increasing fares. The 
state, however, has plenty options 
cares to act. It could take back some of the 
debt load; buy back some of the MBTA’s 
land; increase the sales-tax payment; 
maybe even establish some mechanism for 
area employers and colleges, which benefit 
from the transit system, to pitch in. 

Instead, we are told we must choose be- 
tween higher fares and less service. 


PRESIDENTIAL PLOY?

When Paul Celluci ran for governor, the 
Carmen's Union was again bargaining over 
its contract; mindful of Weld’s experience, 
Celluci took over the negotiations, gave the 
union great deal, and got its support. 

Some observers thus conclude that 
Crabauskas will go quietly to arbitra- 
tion with the unions and accept what 
he gets. But others suspect that some- 
one else may be calling the shots — 
someone who may want an ugly show- 
down with the unions: Mitt Romney. 

Romney has, for good or ill, main- 
tained hard line all labor negotia- 
tions. “Romney runs around the coun- 
try bragging that he didn’t give a sin- 
gle pay increase his first two years,” 
says Cohn of the SEIU. The Carmen’s 
Union has far been able avoid deal- 
ing with him. Negotiations dragged on for 
six months past the date the previous con- 
tract expired in June 2002, but after Romney 
got elected in November, the unions decid- 
ed to take their best deal before he assumed 
office, sources say. They signed the new 
deal that December. 

Although Romney technically is not in- 
volved in the negotiations with the inde- 
pendent authority, he has put his people 
in place there. The T’s board of directors 
selected Grabauskas for the GM job last 
summer after Romney publicly champi- 
oned him. Romney then appointed John

0) Since the “Forward Funding” system 
was established in 1999, the MBTA has 
relied on three main sources of revenue: 20 
percent of the sales tax, assessments from 
the cities and towns it serves, and fares paid 
by riders. It also makes money from parking, 
advertising, and leasing its property. 

This should be more than enough to pay 
the T's annual operating revenues, a little 
more than half of which goes to wages, 
benefits, and payroll taxes. The T could even 


store away a fund for major projects, as MBTA 
chief financial officer jon Davis would like to do 

Unfortunately, the T must also pay obli- 
gations on old debt — debt that the state 
dumped on the authority when it was made 
independent in 2000. 

Fiscal year 2007 projections, below, in- 
clude the proposed fare increases, which will 
add roughly $35 million revenue. Note that 
debt service runs taxpayers upwards of $335 
million each year.

SOLID CHOICE Caffe has modest prices and good feel for Italian-American food 


and culture. 


There are actually two restaurants called 
Caffe Italia East Boston: this one, be- 
hind the tunnel entrance, between Central 
and Maverick Squares; and Caffe Italia 
Jeffries Point, Bennington Street. The 
owners have yet another restaurant, in 
Marblehead, and are also involved in the 
two Piattini restaurants Back Bay and 
the South End. It’s all done with extended 
family, very modest prices, and solid feel- 
ing for Italian-American food and culture. 

This particular Caffe Italia, for example, 
actually three restaurants with three dis- 
tinct audiences. You walk into espresso 
bar, where person with the right language 
skills can find substantial discussion 
Italian soccer. such places used 
the North End, this room all male. 

Through that room piano bar, where 
you can eat lots good Italian food just 
pizza. weekend nights you’re serenaded 
jazz singers and throbbing tenors. 

Over to the right, where we ate, is a small 
dining room with view into the kitchen. 
It’s decorated with oversize bottles wine 
and imported pottery, and has much the 
feel and quality the smaller family restau- 
rants the pre-yuppie North End. 

Just as I used to have a preliminary test 
for Mexican restaurants note the 
presence absence cilantro the salsa 
Italian places: there cheese shaker 
on the table and, if so, how closely does the 
cheese resemble actual Caffe 
Italia has not overlooked this detail. has 
advanced hot rolls without butter, 
now check the cruet extra-virgin olive 
oil: pretty good. 


Real food might start with the soup 
the day ($3.95/small bowl; $5.95/large 
bowl). Our day it was sausage and white 
bean, not overly thick, and terrific flavor 
combination with without added cheese 
and pepper. 

Calamari salad ($8.95) would be a fine 
introduction squid eating for Midwest- 
emer. had many capers, red onions, 
morsels of kalamata olives, and roasted red 
peppers that the squid was just texture. It’s 
very appetizing salad. Polenta Italia ($8.95) 
was fried yellow grits, crisp the crust and 
creamy inside, but perhaps little greasy. 
certainly enjoyed every bit the topping 
garlicky, bittersweet broccoli rabe, and 
the sausage was not hot the menu 
indicated but sweet with fennel seeds. 

The entrée fettuccine Italia ($11.95) has 
much the same sauce, with the addition 
sun-dried tomatoes. (This raises 
question: what Italian shoppers with 
the fabulous sun-dried sweet peppers one 
sometimes finds the North End gro- 
ceries?) But ordered anyway because the 
menu specified homemade pasta. And 
certainly was homemade, with that won- 
derful slight chewiness that’s hard 
find outside Italy. 

Tortellini boscaiola ($13.95) was proba- 
bly made from purchased pasta, because 
who has time make all those tiny stuffed 
dumplings? The filling was typical cheese 
with hint nutmeg; the sauce was 
creamy, with lots flavor from pancetta 
and hint white pepper, with fresh 
peas. me, mushrooms are woodsier 
(“boscaiola”) than peas, but I’m not sug- 
gesting any changes this dish.

A special on haddock Florentine ($17.95) 
was a terrific, buttery piece of fish on nice- 
ly made baby spinach, and there was quite 
lot it. Again, the dish was really made 
by the sauce, a thin, lemony cream sauce 
almost like the Greek avgolemono soup. 

The wine list is from all over, and it lacks 
good Italian Barbera. snuck with 
a better-than-good Australian shiraz, 
Penfolds Thomas Hyland Shiraz 2003 ($24). 

This balances oodles dark fruit with some 
vanilla oak, but doesn’t have the acidic 
backbone of, say, a Barbera d’Alba. So it 
may be better with the meal just described 
than with a lot of red-sauce dishes. As you 
might expect from espresso bar, even de- 
caf cappuccino ($2.50) is wonderful, and it 
doesn’t even have decaf American coffee. 

Caffe Italia purchases its desserts, but it 
does so really well. The cannoli ($3.75), es- 
pecially, had rich creamy filling and 
fresh-fried shells; they’re good any 
I’ve had. Profiteroles ($3.95) as presented 
here are kind of inside-out candies. The 
filling is excellent chocolate mousse, 
wrapped pastry, but first you have get 
through gray outer shell marshmallow 
cream. Since marshmallow cream and 
even Marshmallow Fluff are technically 
known Italian meringues, there 
kind of justice to this, and every bite is 
worth bit tussle. All three desserts 
were served large retro glass plates with 
polka dots. 

Service was excellent our little room 
early weeknight.

blowing up. We're living in that Napster- 
like magic moment where you simply 
can’t believe the kinds historic stuff 
available to you with just a simple search. 
Which means course that it’s all gonna 
get shut down ANY MINUTE.” 

His fears are understandable. For any 
pop-culture junky, YouTube.com, barely a 
year after its launch, may just be the 
Greatest Site in the History of the Internet. 
recent afternoon, guided nothing 
more than capricious free association, I 
watched about two-dozen clips. The Sex 
Pistols’ infamous, profanity-laced appear- 
ance on Bill Crundy’s Today show. Hiisker 
Du chatting with Joan Rivers.

Letterman. The only episode of Lookwell, 
the cop-show spoof written by Conan 
O’Brien and Robert Smigel, and starring 
original Batman Adam West.

by Ben Stiller and starring Jack Black. 
Pudge Fisk’s homer over the Monster 
the 1975 World Series. A PSA from a dead- 
serious Pee-wee Herman warning children 
about the dangers of crack cocaine. 

That’s only the stuff interested in. 
And it’s not counting the amateur material 
game six the World Series recreated 
on Nintendo’s RBI Baseball, or footage of 
the world’s second largest Tetris game, 
played out using the lights Brown 
University campus tower that’s all over 
YouTube: the many millions self-produced 
video curios posted the site daily, almost 
one every other second. 

Meanwhile, over The Hype Machine 
(hype.non-standard.net), the hits just 
keep coming. The site aggregator 
and search engine that scours the limitless 
galaxy mp3 blogs that have cropped 
over the past couple years. You know: 


those sites with clever, lyrical names like 
Largehearted Boy and Aquarium 
Drunkard? Sites curated die-hard music 
fans who deal entirely in rare soul or under- 
ground hip-hop twee indie pop, and 
who delight in writing music criticism 
alongside free for download the best 
track from the new Band Horses album? 
Or the latest Diplo remix. Or live radio 
performances Belle Sebastian and 
the New Pornographers. Or tracks from 
not-yet-released Sonic Youth and Mission 
Burma records. 

These days, the songs and video clips 
that people once depended file-sharing 
programs like KaZaA and Limewire un- 
earth are right there online, ready for 
download. software installation re- 
quired. No fear (for now at least) of a sub- 
poena from the Recording Industry Associ- 
ation America (RIAA), the trade group 
major labels. It’s 
world. Again. 

Television and movie studios 
quite sure what with YouTube. The 
big record companies have been, on the

whole, uncharacteristically quiet about 
the blogs, which are now more widespread 
and easier search than ever. And few 
even seem to see them as friends, not foes. 
While they sort out, music fans and 
pop-culture addicts are hog heaven. 
“When you [to it’s kind 
like going music store, when you 
know bunch stuff you want, 
but you can’t quite figure out what is,” 
Says X-amount (whose real name is Beau). 
“But once you hit the right search term, 
it’s like, ‘Oh yeah!’ and ‘Oh, and then I 
could search for this!’ and ‘They might 
have this!’ just explodes from there.” 


VIDEO STARS 

When Chad Hurley, 29, and Steve Chen, 
27, founded YouTube in Hurley’s garage in 
February 2005, their plan was for 
personal video-sharing network, sort of a 
Flickr for home movies. can still offer 
that function, but it’s also a lot more. 
“What we've become in the last several 
months,” says Julie Supan, YouTube’s 
senior director marketing, “is enter- 
tainment destination.” 

And how. By allowing clips to be 
streamed lightweight Adobe Flash ani- 
mation, YouTube made watching online 
video much more user-friendly than the 
traditional download-and-wait model. 
Uploading snap too. And allowing 
users to insert YouTube videos directly into 
their blogs and MySpace pages, helped 
ensure that its popularity would spread 
like kudzu. Once Saturday Night Live’s instahit 
“Lazy Sunday” video found its way onto 
the site last December, positively blew 
up. Since then, says Supan, people have 
watched “billions” videos. Nowadays, 
about six million unique visitors are 
watching about million clips every day. 
And every day, about 35,000 more videos 
are being uploaded the site. All told, 
that’s 200 terabytes data per day 
roughly third Google’s Yahoo’s 
traffic. And it’s all handled employ- 
ees headquartered above San Mateo, 
California, pizza shop. 

The kid-in-a-candy-store exuberance 
that comes from surfing the site and find- 
ing stuff you haven’t seen years Chris 
Elliot’s “Man Under the Seats” on Letter- 
man! young Adam Sandler Remote 
Control! has helped fuel explo- 
sive popularity. Still, those clips, even 
though you can’t see them anywhere else 
anymore, are copyrighted. And, course, 
so, too, the “Lazy Sunday” clip. When 
NBC asked YouTube take down 
February, did flash. Same thing 
happened later with Natalie Portman’s 
gangsta rap. When CBS complained that 
was hosting news clip autistic high- 
school hoops phenom Jason McElwain 
scoring points four minutes, 
YouTube removed that one, too. And it’s 
not just pulling stuff from the big net- 
works clips that are available for sale 
iTunes. April, YouTube yanked home- 
made video for Weezer’s “This Such 
Pity,” which used footage from the 1984 
break-dancing cult classic Breakin’.

back-end technologies to simplify and au- 
tomate the identification of infringing 
files, and removed videos 
so they can’t be uploaded again later. 
YouTube is also taking an active role in 
educating its users, a large chunk of whom 
are young teenagers. “Uploading program 
ming that’s on your hard drive but you 
don’t own is illegal,” says Supan. “They're 
learning. They don’t realize that television 
isn't free.” 

All these steps, so far, have earned 
YouTube plaudits for being “good corpo 
rate citizen” (as the Motion Picture Associ- 
ation of America recently called it). For all 
the talk of YouTube as a “Napster for 
video,” Supan is emphatic that the oppo- 
site true. “Napster was black market 
for illegal music-file swapping. not 
black market. And the biggest difference 
is that you can’t download anything on 
YouTube.” 

Actually, that’s not exactly true. Al- 
ready, several sites have sprung up that 
make downloading Flash clips 
to your hard drive as easy as copying, past- 
ing, and right-clicking “Save As.” And 
other programs make it possible to convert 
those to iPod-ready formats. But with 
videos easily and instantaneously avail- 
able on the site, not everyone feels the 
need. “If there’s something really totally 
awesome that I want to have forever, yeah, 
I'll go and download it,” says Beau. “But 
the older you get, you realize you don’t 
have own all.” 

When bring the site’s marvelous 
appeal nostalgia repository, and ask 
Supan if it’s only going after big fish like 
South Park and Brokeback Mountain (an entire 
version which appeared YouTube for 
time), looking take down main- 
stream videos like that soon 
up, she corrects me. not ‘going af- 
ter’ any content on the site. We don’t con- 
trol the content on our site. We're just a 
service It’s all posted the dis- 
cretion the users.” And, she adds, “the 
reality that it’s hard say up- 
loaded by the content creator, the user, 
and what is not.

It's a tacit admission that copyrighted 
material not only exists the site, but it’s 
also a primary reason why so many view- 
ers log every day. But it’s also true that 
more and more mainstream content pro- 
ducers are catching YouTube and 
are looking for ways leverage its popu- 
larity uploading content them- 
selves. 

When NBC yanked the “Lazy Sunday” 
clip, that was understandable, in a way. It 
was on sale for $1.99 on iTunes and avail- 
able to watch on NBC.com (as long as you 
didn’t use Mac or Linux). But it was also, 
in the eyes of many observers, a big mis- 
take. Saturday Night Live show 
been accused more than once being ir- 
relevant, even moribund. Five million 
people watched that video, including 
young people, who may have never 
watched SNL before. For several weeks, 
was genuine cultural phenomenon. You 
Teally can’t buy advertising like that. 

Contrast “Lazy Sunday” with another 
popular clip, the “real life” Simpsons intro, 
which actors recreate the show’s opening- 
credits That was produced 
the British network Sky One hype 
its run that season’s episodes. order 
get the same type contagious buzz NBC 
tried quash, Sky itself quietly leaked the 
clip YouTube and short order had 
more views than “Lazy Sunday.” 

These days many studios and networks 
are houses divided against themselves:

lawyers dry out their tongues licking 
stamps for cease-and-desist notices, other 
companies are getting wise to YouTube’s 
potential. MTV2 shows preview videos 
the site, and E! uses it as a tie-in with its 
clip show, The Soup.

YouTube just secured a second round of 
funding: $8 million of venture-capital 
green. “That allows expand all 
fronts: marketing, sales, infrastructure, 
being able to build out our data centers 
around the world,” says Supan, adding, 
seeing huge cultural shift hap- 
pening right now digital-media enter- 
tainment and how it’s being distributed.” 

This is not Napster redux. Unless it’s 
taken down, and built 
again as a corporate portal for pay video — 
as Napster was for music — YouTube is not 
going away anytime soon. And the sheer 
volume of it all makes the idea of scrub- 
bing away all the cool (and copyrighted) 
stuff unrealistic. In the meantime, people 
are watching. 


AND THEN THERE’S MUSIC 

The still-new but suddenly 
phenomenon mp3 blogs fraught and 
murky area. But for now, at least, it looks 
though the big record companies may 
have learned some lessons since Napster 
first appeared in 1999. 

By strict letter of the law, of course, 
most people who maintain mp3 blogs en- 
able copyright infringement. But there are 
differences, hardly insignificant, between 
the blogs and the file sharing so loathed by 
the RIAA. They have to do with scale and 
intent. 

For one thing, even though there are 
hundreds, perhaps thousands, bloggers 
out there, most uploading several songs 
every day (compared with the massive 
number of songs downloaded on file- 
sharing networks), the traffic the sites at- 
tract is small peanuts. For another, even 
though mainstream stuff is easy to find, 
for the most part the songs made available 
mp3 blogs are from indie artists and 
are hardly the massive unit movers the 
RIAA presumably spends the most time 
fretting about. 

Most important, the name the game 
here get much stuff you possi- 
bly can for free: it’s to spread the word 
about new artists and new albums. The 
blogs almost always make the songs avail- 
able for just a limited time (a week, maybe 
two); include links to online retailers such 
as Amazon.com, eMusic, and iTunes to fa- 
cilitate purchase of the full album; and 
post a disclaimer. “Please go out and buy 
the records!” reads the notice posted 
Said the Cramophone, one the first and 
best mp3 blogs. “All songs are removed 
within week two posting. you are 
the copyright holder of any song posted 
here, please contact us if you would like 
the song taken down early.” 

But as it happens, some copyright 
holders — even the Big Five record compa- 
nies are quite happy have their songs 
on blogs. In 2004, when the medium was 
still in its infancy, the New York Times re- 
ported that Warner Brothers Records sent 
mp3 from the new record the Secret 
Machines eight music bloggers. “They 
are indie rock band and would love 
for people hear the band’s music from

One blog, Music for Robots, took 
Warner Brothers up on it. Before long, in 
the comments section, a few user reviews 
cropped that looked little disingenu- 
ous. never heard these guys before, but 
theyre [sic] awesome,” wrote one listener. 
“I went to their website and you can listen 
lot ther [sic] other stuff, very cool 
andvery [sic] good!” Later, that comment 
and others were found to have come from 
an IP address used by Warner Music. 

When the Phoenix asked the RIAA about 
its stance mp3 blogs, were supplied 
with the following statement via e-mail: 
“If artists, record companies, publishers 
and others choose to use music blogs to 
distribute their music, that is their choice 
and think that’s great thing. 
important that bloggers respect the value 
music obtaining the appropriate li- 
censes from the copyright owners, their 
designees.” 

Many indie labels have been known to 
take advantage great effect the 
free buzz the blogs provide. Matador 
Records has partnered with YouTube, too, 
for its “Pretty Cirls Make Graves ‘Make Our 
Video’ Contest.”

And while navigating the bounty of these 
blogs used haphazard, requiring 
users surf from one bookmarked page 
the next, new efforts to bring the strongest 
blogs together one site make taking ad- 
vantage their ever-increasing number 
easier than ever. 

About a year ago, Anthony Volodkin, a 
20-year-old student New York’s Hunter 
College and a moonlighting IT consultant, 
unveiled The Hype Machine, which aggre- 
gates hundreds the best blogs and 
makes their songs easily searchable. El- 
bows (Elbo.ws) another popular aggrega- 
tor. The songs may posted for “sam- 
pling” purposes, but spend afternoon 
searching for new titles, and you could

easily cobble together entire new albums 
and fill decent chunk hard-drive space 
with all kinds music you never knew 
you needed. 

Add the effects increasingly popu- 
lar hosting services like and 
EZarchive, which allow fans online mu- 
sic groups post files sometimes zipped 
folders containing dozens songs 
time and new paradigm seems have 
arrived: aboveground way get loads 
free music and video. Suddenly, the 
need for signing file-sharing net- 
works has diminished. 

Volodkin says invented The Hype 
Machine, which updates every hour with 
new posts from across the blogosphere, 
simply make easy for people listen 
this stuff. “To actually through and 
check out every single page and every song 
that people have up is a lot more difficult 
and time-consuming. lot people 
might not be able to do that, and they’ll 
miss out on a lot of great music.” 

also doesn’t think he’s helping fa- 
cilitate the “stealing” music. Shawn 
Fanning ain’t. “Things like Napster 
KaZaA — it was focused on, ‘Okay, let’s 
look for the artist, let’s download every- 
thing they have by the artist, complete 
CDs, just download media without any 
thought it.’ this case, I’m not sure 
how many people actually take the trouble 
through and download lot of] mu- 
sic. Oftentimes, in my case, at least, I 
have people buying things through the 
iTunes links.” 

Volodkin prides himself being good 
citizen linking only blogs that live 
to his standards. “Unfortunately, I think 
that some people do start mp3 blogs to 
gather advertising revenue, and some 
things are] really unethical. They 
post copyrighted content to just gather vis- 
itors and get hits. Most those blogs 
don’t include The Hype Machine. 
heard also people posting complete CDs, 
which find really despicable, because 
that goes against everything that mp3 
blogs are about.” 

Moreover, he argues, blogs, while of- 
fering almost limitless free music, help 
sell songs many cases. For one thing, 
they link directly retailers. This writer, 
for one, headed directly to eMusic to buy 
the new Robert Pollard album after hear- 
ing few tracks from blogs. And while it’s 
doubtful that many label owners will 
record embracing blogs wholeheart- 
edly least not yet the fact that the 
majors haven’t gone after them any sig- 
nificant way (one blog, 45RPM, was served 
with cease-and-desist from the RIAA for 
hosting unreleased Strokes tracks last No- 
vember) and the fact that at least a few of 
them are testing the waters suggest that 
they see potential them. 

Take look few recent examples 
this “invisible promotion”: artists like the 
Arctic Monkeys and Gnarls Barkley seemed 
to emerge from nowhere, fully formed. 
They didn’t, course: the blogosphere 
was their incubator. The latter’s massive 
hit, “Crazy,” recently made history be- 
coming the UK’s first number-one single 
based the strength digital sales 
alone. search for “Crazy” The Hype 
Machine finds that has been available 
for download from more than 20 blogs 
since last October. 

“What’s behind them lot good 
will,” says Volodkin the mp3 blogs. “It’s 
not like file sharing, where it’s just, ‘I 
wanna spread music.’ wanna spread 
enjoyment and passion for music. Not all 
music customers are thieves heart.”
